to general \vorld conditions, which 
he said, still were seriously dis- 
turbed as a result of the war. He 
asserted that "the inevitable read- 
justment of the social and econo- 
mic order is not more than barely 
begun" and continued: 


"There never again will be pre- 


cisely the old order; indeed, I know 
of no one who thinks it to be de- 
sirable. For out of the old order 
came the -war itself, and the new 
order, established and made secure, 
never will permit its recurrence. 


"It is no figure of speech to say 


we have come to the test of our 
civilization. 
The -world is passing 


through a great crisis. The con- 
duct of war itself is not more dif- 
ficult than the solnticm of the prob- 
lems which necessarily follow.

am not speaking at this moment of 
the problem in its -wider aspects of 
world rehabilitation, or of interna- 
tional relationships. The reference 
is to our own social, financial ,and~ 
economic problems at home. These 
things are not to be considered 
Solely as problems apart from all 
international relationship; but ev- 
ery nation must be able to carry on 
for itself, else its international re- 
lationship will have scant import- 
ance.

moralization. 
"The '18th amendment 
involves 


the concurrent authority of state 
and federal governments for the 
'enforcement of the policy its de- 
fines.

bring about a full under-rating of 
duties and responsibilities as thus 
distributed, I purpose

Taxes Will Be Higher 


Than Ever! 


D 


URING the past ten years it has 
been the practice oft dishonest poli- 


ticians in Wisconsin to attribute high; 
taxes to the cost of state government—to 
the multiplicity of commissions, bureaus, 
inspectors and other "tax eating agen- 
cies". 
. 
v 


The futility of attempting to bring 


lower taxes by decreasing the cost of 
state government and of expecting that 
the remedy lies there is again brought 
home eloquently to the people of Madi- 
son by the announcement of new budget 
figures for the city. 


Several months ago, Gov. Elaine an- 


nounced that state taxes had been low- 
ered by approximately §1,700,000 for 
this year. Dane County's share of this 
decrease, it was announced, would be 
$83,000. 
Whereupon the Madison tax- 


payer sat back with satisfaction on the 
theory that taxes in Madison would be 
lower. 


Now conies the city council, however, 


with a proposal that the city's tax rate 
shall be 26 mills. Last year-the rate was 
23.5 
mills. Each mill of taxation means 


$85,000. . Madison's local taxes, there- 
fore, are to be over $200,000 'higher than 
last year and the total taxes to be paid 
by the taxpayer will be higher than ever. 


While state taxes for Dane county 


have been decreased $83,000, the local 
taxes for the city of Madison have been 
increased $200,000. 


E figures only add to the' state- 


's, ment that has been made by The 
Capital Times repeatedly, that high tax- 
es are due to the "local communities and 
not to state expenses. The Capital Times 
prints on this page today four charts 
showing how the taxpayer's dollar is di- 
vided between the state, the county and 
the local unit.. 


Local officials are not to be blamed for 


the high taxes. They are helpless to re- 
duce costs. Madison members of the 
common council have been scratching 
their heads into the late hours of the 
night for weeks seeking to make cuts in 
the budget that would bring the mill rate 
down nearer 23 mills. The have beer/ 
unable to do it and maintain the neces- 
sary activities of local government. 


High taxes parallel high prices. Po- 


licemen and firemen need larger salaries 
than formerly to meet the high costs of 
living. It costs more to build streets and 
school buildings. 
Supplies are 100 per 


cent higher than 10 years ago. 
H 


IGH taxes are only a side issue of 


the great problem confronting -this 


country. The great issue is concentrated 
wealth on one side and the people on the 
other. Gigantic interests in this country 
have become so powerful that they can 
control prices. They control the price of 
cement needed in street building. They 
control the price of lumbej1 needed in 
school buildings. They control the prices 
of the necessities of life which firemen 
and policemen and clerks and city offi- 
cials need to live. Taxes are 'high be- 
cause the American people have to pay 
toll to powerful interests that are able 
to levy extortionate prices for the things 
they sell. 


Mayor Kittleson and his associates in 


the common council are helpless before 
this situation. They cannot lower the 
prices of things that Madison as a muni- 
cipality must have to maintain govern- 
ment. We must have school teachers and 
firemen and policemen and school build- 
ings and streets. And it is costing the 
city of Madison nearly 100 per cent more 
to buy these services and improvements 
than it did 10 years ago. 


That is the'crux of the tax situation 


and the question should be honestly faced 
by -the taxpayers. 
The man who at- 


tempts to tell the people that taxes can 
be lowered by wiping out :state commis- 
sions and by cutting down state activi- 


*• ties is either dishonest or ignorant^ The 


man who sees in high taxes simply one 
phase of the exploitation which the peo- 
pie are undergoing/at the hands of pow- 
erful interests in this country is the one 
who is seeing straight.

The Professor .enumerates a list of diseases 


to which men and animals1, are subject, for 
which remedies have been found, .through ani- 
mal experimentation and vivisection. This is 
also comforting information as we have, so 
often heard it stated, on seemingly good au- 
thority, that vivisection has added nothing of 
value to medical science.

Prof. Meek is further reported as saying 


that the medical . department is using, rats, 
rabbits, guinea-pigs, cats, dogs and monkeys, 
in the experimental laboratory, that these ani- 
mals arc received from reputable animals deal- 
ers and that the barking heard over the .cam- 
pus from the tower of Science Hallos due to 
canine interest, in bones and meat, the ..animals 
barking at each other over their food and for 
"joy at seeing their keepers". 


"Joy at seeing- their keepers" is good. The 


dog seems to be the only creature, which, 
through a higher evolution or the providence 
of God, has attained that sublime and Christ- 
like character, which, enables it to lick the-hand 
that smites and carves and do good to. those 
who despitefully use it.

We are also told that the animal quarters 


are open to inspection and visited regularly 
by the Human Officer. 
This is especially com- 


forting to the members of the Humane Society, 
as many among them are strongly opposed .-to 
vivisection, asserting that while some scientific 
knowledge is thus obtained, they would scorn 
to secure relief from the consequence of their 
sins or ignorance by such vicarious atoneni'tftit..'

home-made skiis and hanging to the drag, 
started off towards civilization. The deer were- 
successfully -guided until they had broken a 
road through the deepest parts of the snow- 
covered forest and had arrived almost at the 
edge of the tableland where the road starts 
down out of the mountains.

There the animals were, treated to the last 


sugar in the men's supplies and were turned 
loose to return to the forests. 
A few hours 


later the men, continuing, on foot, met a team 
and sleigh loaded with supplies, making slow 
progress up the hills to the camp.

Harvard Professor Thinks it Possible Thai 


Plant is Inhabited; Water Necessary 


To Life 


The existence of life on the plane; VCK; 


may be considered highly probable, Dr. liar- 
low Shapley, director of the Harvard Obser- 
vatory, said in a recent lecture. He ECCCC 
that the question of life on Mars was contro- 
versial, but that its small mass and its pea: 
distance from the sun counted heavily ajrains; 
the probability of life there. 


"Venus," he said, "is comparable to the c-ar.h 


in many ways and if living organisms deveio; 
wherever conditions are" suitably over a sum- 
dent interval of time, then it may be considered 
that life on Venus is highly probable. On r,c 
other bodies in the solar. system, howewr. 
are conditions at all favorable for the exist- 
ence of protoplasm." 


Dr. Shapley said that accepting the uds". 


evolution theory of a planetary system, eve:-. 
for stars otherwise favorably located, an er.- 
counter of just the right sort with anoitei 
star was necessary for the birth of a planetary 
system. 


"And once such a fam.ily is born," he con- 


tinued, "other stars must not disturb the fan:- 
ily, and the "star's light intensity must reniai- 
essentially uniform- for" the enormous intent 
of time required for the crustal evolution which 
must precede animate origins.

it 
appears 
pmbable 
that 


among the thousands of'millions of stars ther= 
are here and there planets that conform to 
the requirements. Although the animal mar 
is probably not duplicated' in the universe. 
there are 
doubtless 
numerous other 
living

ena surpass in intricacy and 'highness' those 
on the earth is as good as the chance that 
they fall below our level." 


The search for habitable worlds, he sa:c. 


was largely a search for conditions suitable for 
the existence of wafer in a liquid form. 
This, 


he added, was an absolute necessity for the 
development of life such as that on the earth, 
and a definite chemical constitution for air, 
land and water also, was necessary. A plane:'; 
days and nights, therefore, must not be so lonp 
as to prevent the existence of water in a liquid 
form.
